— The trainers of the 
more fashionable stables left .at Belmont Park are 
now getting ilown to brass tacks as regards working 
their horses. A. J. Joyner and Thflinas Welch are 
letting their cliarges galloit along fairly speedil.v, 
tlioiigli the tightening-up process has not yet ar- 
rivi'd. This niorniiig .Tti.vner’s liorses were allowed 
to work at atioiit a two-minnte gait, wliilo Welch 
sent his two-year-olds a half mile around the turn 
on the training track in abonr fifty seconds. 

Trainer Jeiiitings is begiuniiig to slnxit tlie Ma- 
conilxT horses along, particnlarlv his handicap en- 
tries and two-.vear-olds. The latter have been 
sent away from the barrier down tlie clinte lialf 
miles in a rather iiniiressive manner. 3'liey appear 
to tiave lieeii well scboolod. Of the older horses 
Star Hawk and LilM*rty Ixian were sent a mile in 
alxint 1:47%. They workeil separately, w-hile War 
Cloud covered a mile in l;4l> in compaiiv with one 
of liis stableniates. The first seven -elgliths was 
covered in 1:31, indicating this liorse is approach- 
iiig fitness. 

Tiie Si-liwartz Brothers, owners of two or three

PEACE TERMS ARE GIVEN THE HUNS 

Bitter Dose of Medicine for Cure of German Murder 
and Rapine. 



VERS.X 1 1 jLES, France. Ma.v 7. — By tlie Icrins of 
the ti'eaf.v given to the Herman ideniisdeiitiaries 
t'aiay Hermany restores Alsaee-I»rraine to France; 
accepts the iiitemationalization of the Saar basin 
tenii>orarily and of Dantzig iK'rnianentl.v; agrees to 
territorial eliaiiges toward Belgium and Denmark 
and ill East Prussia; i-edes most of upper Silesia 
to Poland, and renounces all territorial and politieai 
rights outside Euroi>e as to her own or her allies’ 
territories, and esneciall.v to Mons-co, Eg.vpt. Siam, 
Liberia and Sliantuiig. She also recognizes the total 
iiide|>eiidenee of Gernian-Austria, Czeclio- Slovakia 
and Poland. 

Her army is reduced to 100,000 men, ineliiding 
officers; conscription witliin lier territories is 
abollslied; all forts fifty kilometers east of the 
Rhine razed, and all iiniM>rtation. exiiortation and 
nearly all prwiuction of war material slopi*ed. 
Allied occupation of parts of Hermany will continue 
till reparation is inaile. It will be reduced at the 
end of each of three five-year i>eriods if Germany 
is fulfilling her obligation. An.v violation hy Ger- 
niany of tlie conditions as to tlie zone fifty kilo- 
meters east of tlie Rhine will bo regarded as an 
act of war. 

Tlie Gennan navy is reduced to six batllesliips. 
six liglit cruisers and twelve torjMslo boat.s, with- 
out submarines, and a iH-rsonnel of not over fifteen 
thousand. All other vessels must be surrendered or 
destroyed. 

Germany is forbidden to build forts controlling 
the Baltic. Must demolish Helgoland, ojien the 
Kiel t’anal to all nations, and surrender her four- 
teen submarine cables. She may liave no military 
or naval air forces, except one hundred unarmed 
seaplanes until October 1 to detect mines, and may 
nianiifactiire aviation material for six months. 

Germany accepts full resiionsibilit.v for all damage 
eauseil to allied and associate governments and 
iiatiiuials. agrees sis'cifically to reimburse all 
civilian damages, beginning with an initial payment 
of twent.v billion marks, subsequent payments to lie 
secured by bonds to be issued at the discretion of 
the reparation commission. Germany is to pay 
shipping damage on a ton -for- ton tuisis by cession 
of a large part of her inereliant, coasting and river 
fleets and by new' construction, and to devote her 
economic resources to tlie rebuilding of the 
devastated regions. Site agrees to retunr to 
the 1914 niost-favored-nation tariffs, witliout 
discrimination of any sort; to allow allied and 
associateil nationals freedom of transit through her 
territories, and to fiecept highly detailed provisions 
as pre-war debts, tinfair competition, international- 
zation of roads and rivers, and otlier economic 
and financial clauses. She also agrees to the trial 
of the ex-kaiser hy an iiiternational high court for 
a stiprcine offense against international morality 
and of otlier nationals for violation of the law and 
customs of war, Holland to l>e asked to extradite 
the former anil Germany being resiKinsible for de- 
livering tlie latter. 

The league of nations aeeepted hy the allied and 
associated powers as operative and l>y Germany in 
principle but without nienil«‘rsliii». Similarly' an 
international lalsir body is brought into tHdng'witli 
a i>ernianent office and an annual convention. A 
great numtier of international Itodies of different 
kiniLs and for different purposes are created. Some 
under the league of nations, some to execute the 
peace Ireat.v. Among the former is the commission 
to govern the Saar basin till a plebiscite is held 
fifteen years lienre. Tlie liigli eoniniissioiier of 
Dantzig. whicli is created into a free city under 
the league, and various commissions for iileliiscitcs 
in Malmody, Schleswig and East Prussia, among 
those to carry out the pea<*e treaty are the repara- 
tions. inilitar.v, naval, air. financial and economic 
commissions, tlic international high court and mili- 
tar.v trihiiiials to fix resisinsihilities and a series 
of bodic.s for the control of international rivers. 

Pertain problems are left for solution IsTween the 
allied and associate powers, notably iletails of Hie 
disiKisition of the German fleet and caldes, tlie 
former German inlonics and Hie values in reparation. 
Cerfain other problems such as tlic laws of the air 
and Hie opium, arms and liquor traffic are either 
agreed to in detail or set for early international 
action.
